“WASHINGTON, March 4 
(AP) — America’s Pioneer IV 
forged today to within a few 
thousand miles of the moon— 
a way station on its space voy- 
age to an orbit around the 
sun. 

Scientists estimated it would 
pass somewhere around 37,000 
miles east and south of the 
moon at about 4:20 p.m. (St. 
Louis time)—a little more than 
41 hours after a mighty four- 
stage rocket carried the gold- 
plated cone aloft from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. 

Tracking equipment at Gold- 
stone Dry Lake in California's 
Mojave desert placed the 13- 
pound space cone at a distance 
of 225,898 miles from earth 
as of 2 p. m. slowing steadily, 
as expected, it was traveling 
at 4590 miles an hour. 

Scientists had reckoned earli- 
er that the 13-pound cone 
would pass the moon at 1 p.m. 
today, coming within 35,000 
miles of it.

miles an hour to 5498 miles an 
hour. 

There still was no estimate 
from NASA on just what type 
of orbit it expects Pioneer IV 
to assume around the sun, 
which is nearly 93,000,000 miles 
from earth.

ADENAUER TAKS

PARIS, March 4 (AP)—West 
German Chancellor Adenauer 
began talks here today with 
President Charles de Gaulle.

Adenauer arrived by train 
after an overnight trip from 
‘Bonn and met first with Pre- 
mier Michel Debre.

Two other men, one armed 
with a pistol, and a young wom- 
an, fled from the scene. 

Shaw. a Negro. was disarmed 
and taken into the police sta- 
tion. Brinker, also a Negro, 
was rushed to the hospital, 
where he died without making 
a statement. 

Shaw told police he had pur- 
chased 25 heroin capsules from 
Brinker for $37.50 Feb. 14. Last 
Friday he obtained 50 capsules, 
which he was to sell and pay 
Brinker $75 on Monday. He 
said he used most of the drug 
and did not have the money 
when Brinker demanded pay- 
ment. Brinker insisted that 
payment be made yesterday, 
Shaw related. 

A meeting was arranged and 
Shaw said he concocted a story 
that he had been robbed of 


$75. He brought along a friend, | 


who agreed to confirm the 
holdup story, Shaw reported. 

Brinker was accompanied by 
aman and a woman at the 
meeting place, the parking lot 
of a liquor store at Taylor and 
Enright avenues, Shaw related. 
He said Brinker and the sec- 
ond man removed pistols from 
the glove compartment of 
Brinker's car before getting in- 
to the rear seat of Shaw’s auto- 
mobile. 

Shaw said he was directed to 
drive ““downtown"”. He then de- 
cided to seek police protection 
He drove down Evans avenue 
to Deer street and was within 
sight of the station when Brin- 
ker apparently became _ sus- 
picious and pointed a pistol at 
him, he related.

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BALTIMORE MAYOR) 
LOSES ATH TERM BO 


BALTIMORE, March 4 (AP) 
~— J. Harold Grady, a young 
state's attorney, wrecked one of 
the last of the old-time politi- 
cal machines last night by de- 
feating Mayor Thomas d'Ale- 
sandro in Baltimore's Demo- 


erratic primary. 

The 42-year-old prosecutor 
carried his running mates for 
comptroller and city council 
president with him to victory 
as he turned back d’Alesan- 
dro’s bid for nomination to an 
unprecedented fourth straight 
term. 

Grady candidates also were 
nominated to 7 of 20 city coun- 
cil seats, compared with only 
one seat held by an anti- 
d’Alesandro man in the present 
term of the _ all-Democratic 
council. 

Complete returns from 572 
polling places gave Grady 103,- 
358 votes, d’Alesandro 70,341. 
Three other candidates totaled 
6520. 

In the May 5 general elec- 
tion Grady will oppose Theo- 
dore R. McKeldin, the city’s 
mayor from 1943-47 and the 
only Republican ever to serve 
two consecutive terms as gov- 
ernor of Maryland. 

A heavy voter turnout of 54 
per cent, compared with a nor- 
mal 37 per cent for a primary, 
spelled trouble for d’'Alesandro 
even before the polls closed. 

He suffered his first political 
defeat last November, when he 
tried to unseat Republican Sen- 
ator J. Glenn Beall. Until then 


he won 23 straight contests 
over a 32-year career in which 
he was elected to the legisla- 


mayor.

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SENATOR URGE 
SPACESHIP WITH

WASHINGTON, March 4 
(AP)—Senator Stennis (Dem.), 
Mississippi, said today the 
United States must be the first 
to develop a manned space 
vehicle that could deliver nu- 
clear weapons. 

“Manned space vehicles must 
have top priority,” Stennis 
said in an interview. He spoke 
out as the Senate Space Com- 
mittee approved authorization 
for $48,354,000 more for the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration for use 
between now and July 1. 

That total included $20,750,- 
000 for Project Mercury, an 
eventual $200,000,000 project 
to explore manned space flight 
for peaceful purposes. 

Stennis said the initial price 
tag of Project Mercury may 
be just a small start on the 
over-all program. 

“If project Mercury is suc- 
cessful—and it is essential that 
it be successful—we can soon 
expect to be spending billions

A Disparity in Fees 

The Missouri Conservation 
Commission has been complain- 
ing that it does not have enough 
operating capital properly to 
carry on and maintain services 
proposed and those in existence. 
Yet a news release from the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission 
states: “Changes in regulations 
at several wildlife management 
areas, including the removal of 
daily fishing fees at Lake Mont- 
rose in Henry county and Lake 
Paho in Mercer county, were en- 
acted by the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission at its February 
meeting here.” 

They have increased the cost 
of waterfowl hunting by 200 per 
cent. The duck hunters of Mis- 
souri intend to pay their share of 
revenue for operations of the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion, but since this group of 
sportsmen is providing the largest 
snare of the revenue, why have 


their fees been increased 200 per — 


cent while the fishermen’s have 
been eliminated?

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The Voteless Capital 


The irony of the nation’s capital is that its 
citizens may not vote. They have no voice 
in the election of the President. They have 
no representation in Congress. And they 
cannot even run their local affairs. They 
are, for practical political purposes, in the 
same class as convicts and lunatics. They 
are required to pay $170,000,000 in local 
taxes; but in their case, taxation is not as- 
sumed to imply representation. 

This is, of course, an old story. In session 
after session, Congress has been implored to 
allow the citizens of the District of Columbia 
to govern themselves. Americans living else- 
where in the country have strongly supported 
these appeals. And the Senate last year 
passed a home-rule bill overwhelmingly, 61 
to 22. 

The immovable road block has been the 
House District Committee. Dominated by 
Southerners determined to impose Southern 
patterns on the capital, this committee has 
kept home-rule bills from the floor. 

This year, happily, promises to be differ- 
ent. This year those favoring home rule for 
the District constitute almost a majority of 
the all-important committee. With a little 
persuasion from the rest of*the nation, the 
same bill which was adopted by the Senate 
last year may be brought to the House floor 
this year. The people of the District—who 
know more about the Government than most 
of us—may be granted home rule. 

Fundamentally, this is a matter of justice. 
It also is a matter of good management. As 
matters now stand, 31 Senators and Repre- 
sentatives must act, in effect, as Washing- 
ton’s City Council. As Representative Multer 
of New York, one of the sponsors of home- 
rule legislation, said: 


While the Middle East was in turmoil and 
the President was taking one of the gravest 
steps since World War II, intertwined with 
the vital issues before Congress were such 
items as the regulations on overhead wiring 
in buildings in the District; the power of 
District court clerks to administer oaths; 
and the expansion of the charter of a local 
literary society. 


Surely the American people do not send 
representatives to the Senate and the House 
to do the chores of Aldermen. This nonsense 
would be ended by a bill which would relieve 
Congress of these District affairs just as it 
has been relieved of such responsibilities in 
the territories. A referendum would be held, 
giving the people of the District a chance to 
accept home rule in the form of a territorial 
government. If they did, an economical and 
efficient local government would be set up 
under an appointed Governor and an elected 
15-member Assembly. Certain functions 
which properly are the Government’s would 
be excluded from the Assembly’s authority. 
This represents a compromise hardly to be 
avoided, but it would not keep the people 
of the District from managing those affairs 
which are truly their own. 

And it would free all other Americans 
from the irony of denying self-government to 
the capital of a self-governing nation. 


‘Dear Pensioner,’ Indeed 


Missouri is not quite first among the states 
in old age pensions and last in everything 
else, but a Congressional Quarterly report 
shows startling differences between the ways 
in which Missouri and the other 48 states 
spend their money. 

Missouri ranks 44th among the states in 
expenditures per capita for higher educa- 
tion. It ranks 39th in spending on general 
education, 34th as to spending for local 
schools, 38th as to highways and 3lst as to 
health and hospitals. Yet, while remaining 
so far back in the pack in spending on these 
functions, Missouri ranks a solid sixth in 
expenditures on public’ welfare. 

The reason for this emphasis on welfare 
lies with old age pensions—not with maxi- 
mum payments, which are close to those of 
other states, but with the number of pension- 
ers. Missouri has no lien and recovery law 
to discourage families from shelving their 
aged dependents with the state or to recover 
some of its old age expenditures for the 
more needy aged. And because pensions are 
a political plaything, Missouri spends $30 per 
capita on them while Illinois spends only 
$16.32. 

Congressional Quarterly’s report shows that 
Missouri has not advanced very far from the 
“Dear Pensioner” letters of a decade ago. 


On Toward the Sun 


The 13-pound, gold-plated cone Pioneer IV 
speeding past the moon, 221,000 miles away, 
and heading toward the sun, some 93,000,000 
miles from earth, is good evidence that 
this country is doing something definite about 
the challenge of the space age. 

While it is true that Soviet Russia beat us 
by launching on Jan. 2 a 3239-pound rocket 
which the Russians assert now is orbiting the 
sun, it can at least be said that the Army and 
the National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration are not completely outclassed. In 
those months after Sputnik surprised the 
world, there was fear that we had been 
left almost hopelessly behind. Even if the 
Pioneer IV does not become the second as- 
teroid, it will have done much to show that 
our scientists and engineers are making up 
for lost time. As Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris 
said, this new feat “puts us at least close to 
the league” in which the Russians are playing. 

This was our fifth attempt to shoot an in- 
strumented payload to the vicinity of the 
moon or past it to orbit the sun. The Rus- 
sians are said to have tried 10 or 11 times 
before they were successful. Only two of our 
efforts were complete failures. A third made 
it 71,300 miles into space and the fourth fell 
back on Dec. 6 after going 63,580 miles. 

The four-stage Juno II rocket was a won- 
derful vehicle in itself. It roared to a speed 
of 24,890 miles an hour in breaking away 
from the clutches of the earth’s gravity. An 
intermediate range ballistic missile, the Jupi- 
ter, was the main booster which provided a 
thrust of 150,000 pounds to achieve the neces- 
sary escape velocity. 

The Jupiter, which was nearly canceled out 
several times by the Thor in the Army-Air 
Force controversy of the past two years, now 
is reported to have a proved reliability factor 
of 92 per cent. 

The messages that are radioed back from 
Pioneer IV already are reported revealing 
valuable data on the atmosphere of outer 
space. Much more remains to be done. As- 
tronomers, geophysicists and meteorologists, 
to name only three of the many interested 
scientific groups, are eagerly awaiting every 
bit of new intormation that is gleaned. 

Such data will build up until it is possible 


to launch manned space vehicles. In per- 
haps 10 years or less, according to some sci- 
entists of repute, man may set foot on the 
moon. Pioneer IV is one of the first faint 
steps in this direction. But those steps could 
be immeasurably lengthened if a pact could 
be worked out whereby Russia and the United 
States would co-operate in using ballistic mis- 
siles for peaceful scientific purposes instead 
of regarding them primarily as weapons. 


Not Quite Futility After All 

Prime Minister Macmillan’s visit to Moscow 
was written off too soon. This is the infer- 
ence to be drawn from the tone and scope of 
the final statement issued in Moscow, and 
from the prompt invitation for Mr. Macmillan 
to visit Washington. Had his mission been 
the total failure it was being described as last 
week, there would be no occasion for the 
Prime Minister to report to Washington 
personally. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at that Mr. 
Macmiilan and Premier Khrushchev failed to 
agree on a German settlement. They did 
not meet for the purpose of reaching any 
such agreement. The object of their confer- 
ence was to explore the ground generally on 
a number of subjects—disarmament, nuclear 
tests, Germany, European security, trade, cul- 
tural exchanges. 

The ground has been explored. In the 
process, each side has reaffirmed certain po- 
sitions which must somehow be reconciled if 
the existing diplomatic deadlock is to be re- 
solved—Russia, its position on getting out of 
Berlin, Britain, its firm adherence to NATO 
and dedication to a collective Western policy. 

But the important thing is that both sides 
are committed, as a result of the Macmillan- 
Khrushchev talks, to negotiate over the dif- 
ferences between them, rather than resort to 
force. This is a highly generalized commit- 
ment but it should not be downgraded. In 
somewhat more specific terms, Mr. Macmillan 
agreed to discuss some form of military disen- 
gagement in central Europe, and Khrushchev 
apparently showed interest in an internation- 
ally controlled cessation of nuclear tests. 

It remains quite obvious that reaching any 
sort of settlement with the Russians will be a 
long, tedious, tense and irritating process. 
And perhaps in the end all hopes will be 
dashed as they have been dashed before. 
Nevertheless Mr. Macmillan expresses the sen- 
timents of sensible men everywhere when 
he says that a willingness to negotiate is 
the supreme issue. 

Widely different as the positions of East 
and West are, the differences must be dis- 
cussed and composed so long as there is any 
chance of agreement at all. The chance exists 
so long as conferences go on. American policy 
should be to encourage, even insist on the 
conferences, up to and including the summit; 
and it should be American policy to attend 
such conferences prepared to make conces- 
sions in return for concessions from the 
other side. 


Is lt Waste or Isn't It? 


Daniel L. Schlafly ought to give his col- 
leagues on the St. Louis School Board one 
more chance to look into the question of al- 
legedly excessive labor costs in renovation of 
a Harris Teachers College building. At a 
meeting of the board sitting as a Committee 
of the Whole the other day, Mr. Schlafly was 
unable to get a second to his motion for an 
investigation of what on its face appears to be 
a flagrant case of labor waste. 

Mr. Schlafly told the committee that 954 
hours of Building department electricians’ 
time, among others, had been spent in con- 
verting the structure to student use. A pri- 
vate contractor who had inspected the build- 
ing reported the work should have taken only 
213 hours. Mr. Schlafly noted that if this 
estimate were accurate, the board’s employes 
had put in 450 per cent more time than neces- 
sary. His proposal for an investigation was 
greeted by silence. 

Board members who claim the school sys- 
tem will need upwards of $1,400,000 in addi- 
tional taxes are not on sound ground in ignor- 
ing so serious a charge. Given all the indica- 
tions that the Building department is wasting 
a great deal of tax money, it would seem that 
the board would seize the opportunity to re- 
fute such a charge. That can only be done 
by gathering facts. 

Three of the board’s 12 members were ab- 
sent at the Committee of the Whole meeting. 
They are Board President H. Lee Bruns, 
Charles J. Dyer and Louis Antoine. Like 
Mr. Schlafly, Mr. Dyer is a candidate for re- 
election. Does he favor examining the charges 
of waste and featherbedding? 


Prevers on the Young 

Addiction of young people to barbiturates 
and amphetamines, harmful of itself, and 
often leading to narcotics addiction, is an 
evil which a bill introduced in the Missouri 
Legislature by Representative Evelyn G. Stone 
of St. Louis is designed to stamp out. 

Barbiturates are sedatives, among them 
pheno-barbitol, nembutal and seconal. Am- 
phetamines are stimulants, of which the most 
widely used are benzadrine and dexedrine. 
Mrs. Stone says it is her understanding that 
addiction among young people is a problem 
in the St. Louis area and even more so in 
Kansas City. 

Her bill would make possession of any of 
these drugs without a doctor’s prescription a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of $100 
to $500, or one year’s imprisonment, or both. 
Federal law forbids their dispensing except 
on a non-refillable prescription by a physician. 

Representative Stone says she introduced a 
bill at the request of the bureau of food and 
drugs of the State Division of Health. At 
present mere possession of the drugs cannot 
be prosecuted in Missouri, she says, and con- 
trol of the illicit traffic has been greatly 
hampered. 

We are hopeful that the objectives sought 
in the Stone bill can be attained within the 
spirit of the new Missouri juvenile code—that 
is, by not treating the youthful offender as a 
criminal, or stamping him as such for life. 
We hope also that whatever measures are un- 
dertaken will go to the source of the illicit 
traffic instead of stopping with the apprehen- 
sion of its victims. 

Those who prey upon the young through 
the illicit sale of barbiturates and ampheta- 
mines are among the lowest of the low, and 
the law should deal its sternest with them. 
With the supplies of these drugs concentrated 
and known as they are, it should be possible, 
through the energetic co-operation of drug 
houses, physicians and apothecaries, to police 
their distribution from the source much bet- 
ter than apparently is now being done.

The typical Democratic Senator 
has literally nothing to do with de- 
termining the legislative program 
and policies of his party in the Sen- 
ate. The total di8appearance of the 
Democratic party caucus as an in- 
strument of decision or even infor- 
mation has contributed to this situ- 
ation. 

There has never been a time when 
power has been as sharply concen- 
trated as it is today in the Senate. 
The majority leader becomes auto- 
matically chair- 
man of the par- 
ty’s steering com- 
mittee that deter- 
mines all commit- 
tee assignments. 
He is given the 
power to appoint 
all other mem- 
bers of the steer- 
ing committee. He also becomes 
chairman of the policy committee, 
which schedules the legislative pro- 
gram. He is given the power to ap- 
point all members of the policy com- 
mittee. 

These powers have inhered for 
some time in the office of Demo- 
cratic majority leader. But there is 
a clear and sharp difference in the 
quality of this power now, a differ- 
ence not simply in degree but in 
kind. 

To whom is the majority leader 
responsible for his discharge of the 
immense powers with which he is 
endowed? Only to the electors of his 
own state, just as any other Senator 
is.

IN PRAISE OF LOVE: AN INTRO. 
DUCTION TO THE LOVE-POETRY 
OF THE RENAISSANCE, by. Maurice 
Valency. (Macmillan, 319 pgs., $6.50.) 


To the modern layman who reads 
English verse, much medieval and 
Renaissance poetry probably is un- 
known. He may have read sonnets 
of Sidney, Spenser and Shakespeare; 
possibly he has a 
hazy notion of 
the traditions of 
courtly love, fil- 
tered through 
Tennyson's Ar- 
thurian poems. 
But barriers of 
language and cus- 
tom make it hard 
for the modern 
reader to — 
stand the philo- :

ary concepts which informed the 
creations of the Provencal trouba- 
dours and the Italian poetry of “the 
sweet new style,” which culminated 
in Dante’s “Divine Comedy.” 
knowledge of this early literature is 
desirable if the reader of our day is 
to understand clearly much that he 
finds in later writing. 

The sub-title of this volume, “An 
Introduction to the Love-Poetry of 
the Renaissance,” is somewhat mis- 
leading, for the book treats of the 
amatory verse of the twelfth and 
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are in effect disfranchised to a very 
substantial extent in the decisions 
that are exercised by the majority 
leader. The only way they can be 
assured of representation in the mak- 
ing of these decisions is to have 
their Senators participate. 


Before 1955, every majority leader 
had been responsible, at least in 
large part, to a Democratic Presi- 
dent, all the way back to 1880, when 
the Democratic caucus had been 
flourishing vigorously. The majority 
leader conferred with the President, 
and was the President’s representa- 
tive in the Senate. 


With nearly a two-thirds control 
of the Senate by my party, this be- 
comes a critical national question. 
This is not merely the business of 
our party; it is the business of the 
American people. 


The committee on political parties 
of the American Political Science 
Association in a report in 1950 said: 

“More frequent meetings of the 
party membership in each house 
should be held. Otherwise there can 
be no real discussion of party posi- 
tions and no real participation in or 
check upon the decisions of the party 
leadership.” 

At least to begin with, I do not 
ask for more than a report by our 
leadership on what they plan for 
this body, and why. I ask an oppor- 
tunity for all members to express 
their viewpoint, and I ask that the 
caucus vote on important controver- 
sial issues, not to bind anyone, but 
for the guidance of our leadership. 

An extremely vital element of de- 
cision is made on each item of legis- 
lation long before the individual Sen-

Professor Valency offers rather de- 
tailed analyses of Provencal love- 
poetry, the culture which shaped it 
and the troubadours who composed 
it. He discusses the relationship of 
the knight and the lady, the meaning 
of “true love” in the courtly tradi- 
tion and the nature of the songs as 
art. In both Provence and Italy love 
itself and the verse that celebrated 
love belonged to an elaborate and 
highly ritualistic art. 


Valency also traces the develop- 
ment of medieval love-poetry in 
Italy, which culminated in the “New 
Life” and “Divine Comedy” of 
Dante. The latter work, says Va- 
lency, “is obviously rooted in the 
lyric tradition. Without the lady of 
the troubadour song... there could 
have been no Beatrice.” 


Such a book as this presents diffi- 
culties for the non-specialist. He is 
not likely to possess a command of 
the Greek, Latin, Old French and 
Italian that appear often without 
translations. It is also possible that 
the non-specialist is less expert in 
medieval history and literature than 
Professor Valency has assumed, One 
may desire more and clearer his- 
torical, geographical and literary 
guideposts. One also misses the

PULITZER PRIZES 
PROPOSED FOR TV 


Robert W. Sarnoff Would 
Honor Best Plays, News- 
casts, Documentaries. 


NEW YORK, March 4 (UPI) 
—Robert W. Sarnoff, chairman 
of the board of the National 
Broadcasting Co, has sug- 
gested that the Pulitzer Prizes 
advisory board extend. the 
scope of the prizes to include 
original television plays and 
broadcast news and documen- 
laries 

The suggestion was made in 


a letter to Dean Edward W. 
Barrett of the Columbia Uni- 
versity graduate school of 
journalism. Sarnoff disclosed | 


He said Bar- 
rett would submit the sugges- 
tion to the Pulitzer Prizes ad- 
visory board at its annual 
meeting at Columbia next 
April 24. 

In his letter, Sarnoff said he 
believed broadening the scope 
of the awards was “not only 
feasible but fully in the spirit 
of Joseph Pulitzer’s own 
wishes.” The prizes were set 
up under the terms of Pulit- 
zer’s will in 1917. 

“I believe television's ability 
to attract the finest creative 
talent would be increased if it 
were possible for a television 
drama to win America’s most 
universally respected mark of 
creative excellence, a Pulitzer 
Prize,” Sarnoff said. 

“I further believe Pulitzer 
recognition could do much to 
stimulate electronic journal- 
ism — a form of jourlanism 
which is now within the prov- 
ince of Mr. Pulitzer’s heirs and 
of many other distinguished 
American publishers. 

“While broadcasting will 
never displace the printed page 
as a vehicle of news, it does 
serve a complementary jour- 
nalistic function of vast influ- 
ence. It is one that, in my 
opinion, becomes increasingly 
distinguished by the kind of 
craftsmanship 
that belong in the best tradi- 
tion of print journalism. To| 
believe, is to 
limit the scope and influence 
of the Pulitzer Prizes them- 
selves.” 

Sarnoff said it was a para- 
doxical situation that a num- 
ber of Pulitzer Prize winners, 
such as Archibald MacLeish, 
are writing commissioned 
works for television but these 
works are beyond the prize 
range. He said the exclusion 
of ‘“‘a medium that is potential- 
ly the most pervasive single in- 
fluence on the minds and hab- 
its of the American

BERN, March 4—Neutral lit- 
tle Switzerland has just said 
“nyet” to mighty Russia, Fur- 
thermore, it has recalled its 
Ambassador, Paul Zehnder. 

The reason for the dispute 
is Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s 
desire to acquire the rights to 
Switzerland's latest anti- Air- 
craft missile model. The Swiss 
intended to keep the missile— 
French experts call it the best 
in the world—exclusively for 
their small but excellently 
equipped army. 

Manufactured by the Oerli- 
kon laboratories near Zurich, 
the missile is strictly a de- 
fensive weapon. Reportedly, 
it can hit with deadly accuracy 
a target flying at an altitude 
of 13 miles.

My Dear Wr. President: 


A few days ago I was reading over Justice 
Frankfurter’s opinion in the recent Little 
Rock case. Three sentences in it tempt me to 
write you this letter. 1 am a Northerner, but 
I have spent a large part of my life as a busi- 
ness executive in the South. I have a law 
degree, but I am now engaged in historical 
writing. From this observation post I risk the 
presumption of a comment. 

The sentences I wish to examine are 
these: “Local customs, however hardened 
by time, are not decreed in heaven. Habits 
and feelings they engender may be counter- 
acted and moderated. Experience attests that 
such local habits and feelings will yield, grad- 
ually though this be, to law and education.” 

xn 

IT IS MY PERSONAL CONVICTION 
that the local customs in this case were 
“hardened by time” for a very good reason, 
and that while they may not, as Frankfurter 
says, have been decreed in heaven, they come 
closer to it than the current view of the Su- 
preme Court. I was particularly puzzled by 
Frankfurter’s remark that “‘the Constitution 
is not the formulation of the merely personal 
views of the members of this court.” Five 
minutes before the court’s desegregation de- 
cision, the Constitution meant one thing; 
five minutes later, it meant something else. 
Only one thing intervened, namely, an ex- 
pression of the personal views of the mem- 
bers of the court. 

It is not my purpose to dispute the point 
with which the greater part of Frankfurter’s 
opinion is concerned. The law must be obey- 
ed. But I think the original desegregation 
decision was wrong, that it ought to be re- 
versed, and that meanwhile every legal means 
should be found, not to disobey it but to 
avoid it. Failing this, the situation should be 
corrected by constitutional amendment. 

~x~x*«re 

I CANNOT AGREE that this is a matter 
Involving “‘a few states” as Frankfurter sug- 
gests. The picture in reality is of a court, by 
one sudden edict, forcing upon the entire 
South a view, and a way of life, with which 
the great majority of the population are in 
complete disagreement. Although not from 
the legal, in fact from the practical, stand- 
point the North, which does not have the 
problem, is presuming to tell the South, 
which does have the problem, what to do. 

To me there is a frightening arrogance in 
this performance. Neither the North, nor the 
court, has any holy mandate inherent in the 
trend of the times or the progress of liberal- 
ism to reform society in the South. In the 
matter of schools, rights to equal education 
are inseparably bound up with rights to free- 
dom of association and, in the South at least, 
may require that both be considered simul- 
taneously. (In using the word “association” 
here, I mean the right to associate with whom 
you please, and the right not to associate 
with whom you please.) Moreover, am I not 
correct in my recollection that it was the 
social stigma of segregation and its effect 
upon the Negro’s “mind and heart” to which 
the court objected as much as to any other, 
and thus that the court, in forcing the black 
man’s right to equal education was actually 
determined to violate the white man’s right 
to freedom of association? 

x*we* 

IN ANY CASE the crux of this issue 
would seem obvious: social status has to be 
earned, Or, to put it another way, equality of 
association has to be mutually agreed to and 
mutually desired. It cannot-be achieved by 
Jegal fiat. Personally, I feel only affection for 
the Negro. But there are facts that have to be 
faced. Any man with two eyes in his head can 
observe a Negro settlement in the Congo, 
can study the pure-blooded African in his 
native habitat as he exists when left on his 
Own resources, can compare this settlement 
with London or Paris, and can draw his own 
conclusions regarding relative levels of char- 
acter and intelligence—or that combination 
of character and intelligence which is civiliza- 
tion, Finally, he can inquire as to the number 
of pure-blooded blacks who have made con- 
tributions to great literature or engineering or 
medicine or.philosophy or abstract science. 
(I do not include singing or athletics as these 
are not primarily matters of character and in- 
telligence.) Nor is there any validity to the 
argument that the Negro “hasn't been given 
a chance.”’ We were all in caves or trees orig- 
inally. The progress which the pure-blooded 
black has made when left to himself, with a

minimum of white help or hindrance, ge- 
netically or otherwise, can be measured today 
in the Congo. 

Lord Bryce, a distinguisned and impartial 
foreign observer, presented the situation ac- 
curately in his American Commonwealth 
when he wrote in 1880 

“History is a record of the progress 
towards civilization of races originally 
barbarous. But that progress has in all 
cases been slow and gradual... Utterly 
dissimilar is the case of the African 
Negro, caught up in and whirled along 
with the swift movement of the Ameri- 
can democracy. In it we have a singular 
juxtaposition of the most primitive and 
the most recent, the most rudimentary 
and the most highly developed, types of 
culture... A body of savages is violent- 
ly carried across the ocean and set to 
work as slaves on the plantations of 
masters who are three or four thousand 
years in advance of them in mental 
capacity and moral force... Suddenly, 
even more suddenly than they were torn 
from Africa, they find themselves, not 
only free, but made full citizens and 
active members of the most pdpular 
government the world has seen, treated 
as fit to bear an equal part in ruling, not 
only themselves, but also their recent 
masters.” 

One does not telescope three or four 
thousand years into the 78 years since Bryce 
wrote. One may change the terms of the 
problem by mixed breeding, but if ever there 
was a matter that ought to be left to local 
option it would seem to be the decision as to 
when the mixture has produced an accept- 
able amalgam in the schools, And I see no 
reason for penalizing a locality that does not 
choose to mix.

I WOULD EMPHATICALLY SUP- 
PORT improvement of education in Negro 
schools, if and where it is inferior. Equality 
of opportunity and equality before the law, 
when not strained to cover other situations, 
are acceptable ideals because they provide 
the chance ta earn and to progress—and con- 
sequently should be enforced by legal fiat as 
far as is humanly possible. But equality of 
association, which desegregation in Southern 
schools involves, pre-supposes a status which 
in the South the average Negro has not 
earned. To force it upon the Southern white 
will, | think, meet with as much opposition 
as the prohibition amendment encountered 
in the wet states. ' 

Throughout this controversy there has 


~ been frequent mention of the equality of man 


as a broad social objective. No proposition 
in recent years has been clouded by more 
loose thinking. Not -many of us would care to 
enter a poetry contest with Keats, nor play 
chess with the national champion, nor set our 
character beside Albert Schweitzer’s. When 
we see the doctrine of equality contradicted 
everywhere around us in fact, it remains a 
mystery why so many of us continue to give 
it lip service in theory, and why we tolerate 
the vicious notion that status in any field 
need not be earned.

PIN DOWN THE MAN who uses the 
word “equality,” and at once the evasions 
and qualifications begin. As I recall, you, 
yourself, in a recent statement used some 
phrase to the effect that men were “equal in 
the sight of God.” I would be interested to 
know where in the Bible you get your author- 
ity for this conception. There is doubtless 
authority in Scripture for the concept of po- 
tential equality in the sight of God—after 
earning that status, and with various further 
qualifications—but where is the authority for 


the sort of ipso facto equality suggested by 
your context? The whole idea contradicts the 
basic tenet of the Christian and Jewish reli- 
gions that status is earned through right 
eousness and is not an automatic matter, 
What is true of religion and righteousness is 
just as true of achievement in other fields, 
And what is true among individuals is just as 
true of averages among races. 

The confusion here is not unlike the cone 
fusion created by some left-wing writers bee 
tween the doctrine of equality and the doce 
trine of Christian love. The command to love 
your neighbor is not a command either to 
consider your neighbor your equal, or your 
self his equal: perhaps the purest example of 
great love without equality is the love be- 
tween parent and child. In fact the equality 
doctrine as a whole, except when surrounded 
by a plethora of qualifications, is so unten- 
able that it falls to pieces at the slightest 
thoughtful examination,

FRANKFURTER closes his opinion 
with a quotation from Abraham Lincoln, to 
whom the Negro owes more than to any 
other man. I, too, would like to quote from 
Lincoln. At Charleston, IIl., in September 
1858 in a debate with Douglas, Lincoln said: 

“I am not, nor ever have been, in 
favor of bringing about in any way the 
social and political equality of the white 
and black races; I am not nor ever have | 
been in favor of making voters or jurors | 
of Negroes, nor qualifying them to hold 
office .. . I will say in addition to this 
that there is a physical difference be~ 
tween the white and black races which ] 
believe will ever forbid the two races live 
ing together on terms of social and po- 
litical equality. And in as much as they) 
cannot so live, while they do remain tos}! 
gether, there must be the position of sus 
perior and inferior, and I as much as any 
other man am in favor of having the sus 
perior position assigned to the white, 
race,” 

The extent to which Lincoln would have 
modified these views today, or may have 
modified them before his death, is a moot 
question, but it 1s clear on its face that he 
would not have been in sympathy with the 
Supreme Court's position on desegregation. 
Many historians have felt that when Lincoln 
died the South lost the best friend it had. 
This also may be moot, but again it seems 
clear that for 94 years—from the horrors of 
Reconstruction through the Supreme Court’s 
desegregation decision—the North has been 
trying to force the black man down the white 
Southerner’s throat, and it is a miracle that 
relations between the races in the South have 
progressed as well as they have, 

x * * 

PERHAPS the most discouraging specs 
tacle is the spectacle of Northern newspapers 
dwelling with pleasure upon the predicament 
of the Southern parent who is forced to 
choose between desegregation and no school 
at all for his child. It does not seem to occur 
to these papers that this is the cruelest sort of 
blackmail ; that the North is virtually putting 
a pistol at the head of the Southern parent in 
a gesture which every Northerner must cons 
template with shame. 

Indeed, there now seems little doubt that 
the court’s recent decision has set back the 
cause of the Negro in the South by a genera- 
tion. He may force his way into white 
schools, but he will not force his way into 
white hearts nor earn the respect he seeks, 
What evolution was slowly and wisely 
achieving, revolution has now arrested, and 
the trail of bitterness will lead far,

Gigantic Pinball Machine

For the thousands of 
sons who have visited the 
American Bowling Congress 
tournament and have wondered 
how the scoreboard men high 
above the-.scene of crashing 
pins can chart an accurate ac- 
count of what goes on below, 
this should clear up the mys- 
tery: They do it with the aid 
of electronics. 

On top of each of the 38 
automatic pinspotters is a con- 
traption of lights and numbers 
that has the 


per- 


effect of turning 

the sport into a gigantic pin- 
ball game. The ball hits the 
pins and a number flashes to 
the scoreboard keeper telling 
how many were brought down 
There is one row of num- 
bers to describe the work of 
the first ball and a second row 
to indicate the effect of the 
second ball when such is 


necessary. 
18-Year Veteran. 


“It's simple,” said Walter E. 


(Boots) Dillon, who has been 
working A.B.C. tournaments 
since 1924. For the past 18 
years he has been what the 
A.B.C. officials call a “board 
man.” Before that he was a 
pinboy—“Two-Alley Boots” he 


was known as in those days. 


“We wait for the number to 


flash, then keep the_ score 
added up just as any bowler 
would,” Dillon continued. “If 
we make a mistake—and you 
do have a tendency to make 
more errors when working 
with these six-inch numbers 


than you would with pencil and 
paper—the official scorekeeper 
behind the lanes lets us know 
by radio.” 

Dillon is one of a hundred or 
so regulars serving the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress at jour- 
nament time each year. Anoth- 
er hundred men are hired in 
the tournament city, but the 
meet gets off to a smooth start 
because of the experienced 
hands who show up each spring 
as faithfully as the robins 

Like a number of other tour- 
nament employes, Dillon is en- 
gaged in’ seasonal work that 
permits him to be free at A.B.C. 
time. Managing motels is his 
profession and he catches the 
bowling meet between periods 
of this type of work in Florida 
and Chicago. 

Recalls His Slim Days. 

“T was a pinboy in Chicago in 
1924 when the A.B.C. was held 
there and a friend got me on,” 
said Boots. “I’ve been around 
ever since. They called me 
‘Two-Alley’ because of the way 
I'd jump back and forth while 


setting double during the tour- 
nament. That was when I was 
slim though. Now I find keep- 
ing score is strenuous enough.” 

The traveling Dillons have! 
four sons, all of whom own 
their own homes in Chicago. 
The sons have 18 children—all 
boys. 

“There hasn't been a girl on 
my side of the family as far) 
back as anyone can remember,” 
said Boots. 

Despite his affection for the 
A.B.C. tournament, Dillon nev- 
er has competed in the event. 

Some Ready to Pinch-Hit. 

“Some of the board men are 
regular bowlers and occasional- 
ly they have to fill in when a 
tournament team has an ab- 
sentee, but I've never done so,” 
Boots said. “Not that we don't 
get a chance to bowl on the 
tournament allevs. We always 
do that. The A.B.C. runs a spe- 
cial meet for its employes just 
before the tournament closes— 
it will be the Saturday, April 
25, this time—and I never miss 
that. 

“Then it will be time to get 
ready to head for my job in St. 
Petersburg,” 
“We'll have had plenty of bowl- 
ing by then. But I guess we'll 
all be together again in Toledo. 
That’s where the 1960 meet is, 
you know.”

St. Louis Boom in Foreign Language Study

A ST. LOUIS WOMAN 
studied 130 hours of Italian 
with a teacher at the Berlitz 
School of Languages. She then 
took off for her vacation in 
Italy, with some fear and trepi- 
dation since her only linguistic 
practice had been with her 
teacher. All ended well, as J. N. 
Jiminez, director of the school, 
learned when he received her 
first airmail postcard with its 
half incredulous, half ecstatic 
report: 

“They understand me!” 

Every year, more and more 
Americans are enjoying the ex- 
perience of communicating 
with people in a language other 
than English. Long known for 
their foreign language illiter- 
acy, and too often proud of it, 
United States citizens at last 
are realizing that one wins 
more friends, influences more 
people, and quite often has 
more fun if when in Rome, he 
can speak as the Romans do. 

Reflecting this desire to 
learn other languages ‘is the 
boom in language study every- 
where, in private schools, in 
colleges, on educational radio 
and TV, in high schools, and, 


newest of all, on an experi- 
mental basis in elementary 
schools. 


Next year, for example, all 
third-grade students in the 
Clayton public schools will 
start learning conversational 
French. Pilot projects in 
French and Spanish are be- 
ing carried on in University 
City grade schools; in 
French, Spanish, and Ger- 
man in Kirkwood. In the 
city schools, gifted pupils 
receive French instruction in 
the fifth grade. And in Fes- 
tus, all students from third 
grade on, are studying Rus- 
sian. 


Students of KETC’s “Sprech- 
en Sie Deutsch,” popular and 


entertaining program con- 
ducted by Dr. Frederick E. 
Kern, not only are learning 


German but many have signed 
up to take a tour of Germany 
this summer to practice. 

As for private study among 
adult travelers and _ business 
men and. women, Berlitz direc- 
tor Jiminez ‘estimates. that 
since the first Sputnik there 
has been a 600 per cent in- 
crease in the number of hours 
of foreign language studied in 
their schools. 

Trying to cover all the for- 
eign language innovations in 
the St. Louis area could easily 
lead to a Tower of Babel all 
its own, with conditions chang- 
ing from day to day. A good 
co-ordinating point is the Mod- 
ern Language Club, which con- 
sists of teachers of languages 
from schools of all levels, ele- 
mentary through university, 
public, private and parochial. 

“Many people feel there are 
too many organizations that 
don’t do enough,” said the 
Wallace G. 
Klein, teacher of German at 
University City High School, 
“but I feel that nothing gets 
done without organization. 
What this organization is try- 
ing to do is stimulate the 
teaching of foreign languages 
in this area.” 

With that purpose in mind, 
the club of 80 to 100 members, 
meets four or five times a year 
to exchange ideas and informa- 
tion on language teaching. In 
one program this year they 
discussed Esperanto; in anoth- 
er they broke up into conver- 
sational groups led by native 


speakers of French, Spanish 
and German. At the last pro- 
gram, Dr. George Hyram, 


teacher of French at St. Louis 
University and the gifted chil- 
dren’s classes in the _ city 
schools, and Alex Grammati- 
koff, Normandy High School 
teacher, spoke on their teach- 
ing methods.

On May 1-2, the Central 
States regional body of lan- 
guage teachers will hold its 


convention here. Dr. Walter F. 
Kaulfers of the University of 
Illinois will speak on “Foreign 
Language Teaching Under the 
Red Star,” based on his visit to 
Russian schools. This event is 
being eagerly awaited since it 
was the regional conference 
here seven years ago that Earl 
J. McGrath, then United States 
Commissioner of Education, 
sparked much of the present- 
day program by urging that 
foreign languages be started in 
the lower grades. 

Members of the Modern Lan- 
guage Club now are watching 
with interest the development 
of just such a program in the 
Clayton schools. Mrs. Marjorie 


Pei, consultant for F.L.E.S. 
(foreign language in elemen- 
tary schools), is now holding 


workshops for teachers, and in 
the fall a program of conversa- 
tional French will begin in all 
Clayton public schools, from 
third through seventh grades. 

“There's no discipline prob- 
lem in a foreign language class 
for children,” says Mrs. Pei, an 
enthusiastic partisan of lower 
grade teaching after her expe- 
rience in an experimental pro- 
gram at the University of Wis- 
consin, “They're so interested 
that they pay continuous at- 
tention, English is absolutely 
barred, all talking and thinking 
is done in French, and occa- 
sionsily after class a child will 
say, ‘I can’t get back into the 
habit of thinking in English.’ 
And the amount they learn is 
phenomenal.” 


Most of the authorities are 
agreed on the wisdom of teach- 
ing languages to children be- 
fore self-consciousness sets in. 
Berlitz School’s Jiminez main- 
tains that only when a lan- 
guage is learned before age 14 
can one acquire an accent-free 
command of it. Not all are 
agreed, however, on the advis- 
ability of the conversational 
class in which no English is 
spoken. 

“If you do not understand 
what is going on, it is an at- 
tack on your ego,” says Dr. 
Hyram, of the city schools. 

“To admit one doesn't un- 
derstand is to admit inade- 
quacy. So the _ students sit 
there, looking bright and un- 
derstanding when they're not. 
Such a situation can create 
dislike for, sense of insecurity 
in, and a desire to escape from 
the language.” 

St. Louis public schools pio- 
neered in the teaching of for- 
eign languages in elementary 
grades, with Spanish classes 
at Clinton-Peabody School, an 
innovation of Stephen Pitcher 
some 15 years ago. Now St. 


Louis continues its language 
teaching for the most part to 
gifted children from fifth 
grade on. 

However, Educational Radio 
Station KSLH makes available 
two programs in French, 
“Ecoutons” for the gifted, and 
“Voici Mimi” for any second 
or third grade classes in city 
or county. Over 100 classes 
are using the latter. A Spanish 
program over KSLH also is 


in use in many fifth grades, | 


city and county. 

High school language pro- 
grams are fairly standardized 
in city and county. The St. 
Louis schools now require a 
minimum of two years of a 
foreign language for all stu- 
dents in the upper 16 per cent 
of their class. Latin, French, 
Spanish and German are of- 
fered. and at Southwest High 
School. Italian is taught. A 
spokesman for the schools said 
they would like to offer Rus- 
sian and have been trying to 
get a teacher for two years. 

In Webster Groves, said Dr. 
Charles Garner, assistant su- 
perintendent in charge of cur- 
riculum, language study begins 
in grade seven, when they feel 
they “can do the most good 


In Kirkwood, Warren Sarff, 
director of Instruction, said 
study also begins at junior 


high level except for the few 


pilot projects in the grades. 
These are not restricted to 
bright students only. 


Nearly every high school is at 
least talking about a “language 
laboratory,” a room with re- 
cording equipment and, usually, 
private booths and earphones 
in which students may listen to 
themselves and compare their 
accents with those of the ex- 
perts. John Burroughs School 
has had one for some time, and 
Normandy High School at pres- 
ent is planning its language 
laboratory — estimated cost 
$5000. 


Until it is built, Alex Gram- 


matikoff is teaching Spanish 
and French at Normandy by 
means of a record player with 
earphone attachments, often 
using such records as Gisele 
MacKenzie singing “C'est Si 
Bon.” or Frankie Lane or Nat 
(King) Cole. Gisele’s accent Is 
better than that of the men, he 
said critically, but even a pop 
singer of mediocre accent gives 
them the idea that language is 
“alive.”

VANCOUVER, B.C., March 4. 
IT iS A CLEAR and crisp day here and nowhere near 
as cold as I had expected. In fact, I have seen people out 
without their winter coats. 


I READ several articles in one of my favorite maga- 
zines on my way out here and in one of them the Demo- 


cratic party was cautioned that while it had been winning | 


victories locally, which resulted in congressional majorities 
for the Democrats, it might very easily not win the presi- 
dency in 1960. 

The reason, according to this article, is simple, name- 
ly that the Democrats in the north and west, who were 
elected last November, had promised their supporters cer- 
tain Democratic policies and have been unable to produce 
results, at least up to this time. The article goes on to sav 
that Democratic forces in the South have overwhelmed 
these new members of Congress. Because of the seniority 
rule, southerners in both the Senate and the House hold 
many of the influential places and are in a position to call 
on or prevent endless filibustering. 

It may well be that the southern Democrats in the 
Senate and House do not care whether they win the presi- 
dency or not. But if they allow the chance of carrying na- 
tional responsibility in the executive branch to slip away 
from them in 1960, the results may be disastrous not only 
to the Democratic party but to the country. 


I believe in a two-party system and I think a 
change of the party in power is very healthy, but 
there are moments when we do believe that cer- 
tain policies are needed for the country and the 
world. It is then that we must try to have our 
party stand by those policies and control the exec- 
utive as well as the legislative branch of govern- 
ment. This is a point I would like the Democrats 
who control the congressional committees to think 
over carefully during the next few months.

IF SOMEONE asks how many 
stars we may see on a clear 
night, we may be tempted to 
say “millions of them.” The 
truth is different. 


Without the help of a tele- 
scope, but with ideal weather 
conditions, about 4000 distinct 
stars may be counted. Notice 
the word “distinct.” In the 
Milky Way are patches of light 
which represent stars in vast 
number, but these patches dif- 
fer from distinct stars.
